Woodin said advices to the Treasury 


showed both business 
and industry 


had mooved ahead in recent weeks, 
adding that "the formard movement 
has been underway for some time." 


Only 1% billion of deposits remains 


tied up in closed national banks, he 
said, while 17 billions has been re- 
leased, the Treasury head said. 


The first figures issued by the reno- 


vated Statistical Bureau of the Labor 
Department were made public by 
Miss Perkins, showing some employ- 
ment gains in April as compared with 
March but with the level still below 
February. 
The report showed an increase ot 


1.6 per cent in employment during 
April over March, and a gain of 4.5 
per cent in pay rolls. Bhiployment de- 
clined 10 per cent during the year 
ended April 15, however, and pay rolls 
21.9 per cent. 
"The increases in both employment 


and pay rolls from March to April 
are due primarily to a partial recov- 
ery from the severe drop that occur- 
red between February and March be- 
cause of the bank holiday," the report 
said.

in Dying Arms Meet 


United States Awaits Action Instead of Words at the 


Geneva Conference 


GENEVA, Switzerland—(NBA)—To the Conference for 


Limitation and Reduction of Armaments assembled here 
falls the duty to translate into action the stirring appeals of 
President Roosevelt, Chancellor Hitler and other world 
figures on the crucial arms situation, 
i ;. 


For more than a year delegates from 


60 nations have been in intermittent 
session in the Assembly Room, oc 
Glass House, as it is called. They 
have been making what is really, the 
first world-wide disarmament effort 
the world has even known, for of 
course the Washington and London 
naval treaties touched only 
that 


branch. Yet, aft^er a year of effort, 
the solid results have been pitiably 
small. ; 


It remains now to see whether per- 


sonal appeals and support by rulers 
of the world will cause a change from 
the attitude of jockeying for each 
country's interest, to one of really ac- 
complishing something for the world. 
That is clearly President Roosevelt's 
hope. 


Long Delayed ' 


It is a hope long deferred. For the 


arms conference now in session was 
projected at Versailles at the con- 
clusion of the World war. - Definite 
promises were made the people of the 
world there that after Germany had 
been disarmed, the other nations 
would take definite steps to follow 
suit. 


Sponsored by League 


The United States took little part 


during the weeks of the change in 
administration. 
Then 
Norman H, 


Davis, the present representative, ap- 
peared on the scene and it became 
known that President Roosevelt would 
propose no "American Plan" but was 
most concerned that the conference 
should not fail. 


In mid-March came the British pro- 


posals, sponsored before the confer- 
ence by the peripatetic Premier Ram- 
say MacDonald. He spoke earnestly 
and eloquently, but roused only po- 
lite applause from this world's cold- 
est audience" with his plan. 


MacDonald's Plan 


MacDonald's proposals called a re- 


duction in land forces all around, cut- 
ting like a million soldiers from Euo- 
pean budgets, restrictions in sizes of 
tanks, field guns, air forces, control of 
civil aviation, and rather vague plans 
for consultation among signers of the 
proposed 96-article treaty in case of 
trouble. 


The plan puts Germany and France 


on parity so far as number of soldiers 
under arms goes (500,000) but allows 
France 200,000 additional soldiers in 
her colonies, Germany none. It also 
would put all armies on, a miltia basis, 
like France's, dissolving Germany's 
highly-professional force.

Again long and bitter debate follow- 


ed, but the conference was again lan- 
guishing and apparently falling asleep 
when the blazing pronouncements of 
Germany leaders jerked it rudely to 
its feet. It has now become-all too 
plain that the conference must achieve 
some success if the world is to be sav- 
ed from a disastrous rush to arms. 


The British plan or some variation 


of it now appears to have the greatest 
chance of being acted upon as the 
delegates from 60 nations, witlv' their 
aides and staffs, in some cases running 
up to 50 men and women, gather to 
resume their work. With the direcl 
appeal of government leaders in their 
ears and the murmur of world opinion 
in the background, it is now or never 
for Geneva.

Again long and bitter debate follow-

It has now become-all too 
plain that the conference must achieve 
some success if the world is to be sav- 
ed from a disastrous rush to arms. 


The British plan or some variation 


of it now appears to have the greatest 
chance of being acted upon as the 
delegates from 60 nations, witlv' their 
aides and staffs, in some cases running 
up to 50 men and women, gather to 
resume their work. With the direcl 
appeal of government leaders in their 
ears and the murmur of world opinion 
in the background, it is now or never 
for Geneva.

Martial law was established through- 


kftit the city. 
J^ Chinese fearing a recurrence of riots 
of November 1931 when reactionaries 
sought to oust authorities, locked and 
barred their shops. 


Members of a patriotic society pull- 


ed a rickshaw through the streets con- 
taining the body of a slain Chinese, 
young and well dressed. The rickshaw 
pullers asserted the victim was a Man- 
chuquo agent, murdered by the so- 
ciety in a drive to exterminate ".trait- 
ors." 


Chinese military officials said the 


two arrested suspects revealed a plot 
to capture the ctiy which the author- 
ities frustrated. Among Chinese troops 
patrolling the streets were many arm- 
ed with huge knives.

Effects of Extreme Heat 


Hygeia Editor Gives Some Advice on Replacing Salt 


and Water Lost From Body

The inability of the human body to 


adjust itself satisfactorily to constant 
high temperature is a well recognized 
phenomenon, manifesting itself usu- 
ally by smyptoms of sunstroke, heat- 
stroke, or heat exhaustion. 


Another condition commonly seen 


in men who work long periods of time 
at a high temperature is what is 
known as heat cramps. Frequently 
miners and firemen are unable to 
•work because of severe muscle cramps 
that come on when they are working 


at a high temperature. 


In a study of this condition made 


by Talbott and Michelsen from the 
Harvard University in Boston and also 
in the hospital of a mining company 
in Boulder City, Nevada, it is suggest- 
ed that these heat cramps are associat- 
ed with a disturbance of the regulation 
of the interchange of water and salt 
in the body. They studied the minute 
chemistry of the blood and of the ex- 
cretions in seven cases of heat cramps. 


Obviously 
when working 
under 


great heat, there is loss of water and 
salt from the body in the perspiration, 
ThQ physiologist Haldane found a loss

Ten years after the first 


old age pension law became 
operative in America, the road 
that leads "Over the Hills to 
the Poorhouse" for the aged 
and friendless needy is now 
being abandoned in half of 
the states of the Union. 


Twenty-four 
states 
have 
turned 


away from the poorhouse system by 
enacting laws to pay pensions to the 
aged instead, says the American As- 
sociation'for Old Age Security, back- 
ing the nationwide movement, in an- 
nouncing that the half-way mark has 
been reached. 


Since the first of the year a half 


dozen states have joined those that al- 
ready had old age pension laws, with 
the result that the complete list now 
stands as follows: 


In 18 states old age pensions are 


mandatory: Arizona, Arkansas, Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Delaware, Idaho, In- 
diana, Maine, Massachusetts, Minne- 
sota, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
New York, North Dakota, Oregon, 
Washington, Wisconsin, Wyoming. 


In six states pensions are optional 


with the counties: Kentucky, Mary- 
land, Montana, Nevada, Utah and West 
Virginia. 


Ohio is expected to join the list this 


month, since legislative leaders have 
agreed upon a bill. Sentiment for 
such legislation is said to be strong in 
Nebraska, Rhode Island, Oklahoma 
and Missouri where such measures 
have been introduced recently. 


More Kindly System 


The idea of the pension system is to 


keep the poor out of the poorhouse. 
The finest poorhouse in the world is 
still a poorhouse, and the necessity of 
being classed as a pauper and being 
compelled to live with other paupers 
is naturally distasteful to self-respect- 
ing old persons in the twilight of life 
who have come upon 
hard 'times
